From Kansas. 

Chicago 19th. — Startling news from Kansas was 
received this morning. The Free 8 ate men dis- 
covered an organized plan of the miscreants and 
border forces to concentrate men. arms, and ammu- 
nition at different points in the teiritory, for the 
purpose of a sudden and general attack, immediate- 
ly on the adjournment of Congress, to exterminate 
or expel all Free State settlers. Twelve fort itied 
block houses have been erected at different pro-sla- 
very points — one wt Shawnee, one at Otowatoinie, 
one at Franklin, etc. They are supplied with am- 
munition, and garrisoned principally w ith Missouri- 
ans, and Buford's men. 

On the night of the 12th a company of Free State 
men attacked the fort at Franklin, for the puipose 
of securing the arms, anticipating an attack threat- 
ened by the forceg there. The garrison was strong- 
er than they had supposed. 

The fight last d four hours. One free State man 
was killed and two seriously wounded. Three Mis- 
sourians were wounded and noue killed. 

The free State men captured the block house, 
took one cannon, 50 stand of arms — mostly rifles, 
and seized Lawrence May. 

No other house in Franklin was disturbed . 1 he 
Missourians retreated to a large camp on Was’iitig- 
ington creek. South West of Lawrence, which place 
intelligence reached Thursday. They made no oth- 
er disturbance. A company of dragoons occupied 
Franklin Wednesday morning.

The only charge against them was 
the selling of books that were regarded as of an in- 
cendiary char ACter, inasmuch as they favored the 
freedom ol the slave. 

Tuls, however, was more than our people could 
snbmi' to, aud a committee of five of our citizens 
was acco' din - ly formed, who waited upon the indi- 
viduals above alluded to, and ordered them to leave 
the city within five days. 

As soon as the action of the committee b« came 
generally known, the excitement rapidly increased, 
and the parties, for fear of more desperate measure* 
against them, fled the city in the most secret man- 
ner iioaaiUe. 

The firm was in the enjoyment of a large busi- 
ness, aud have heretofore been liberally patronized 
by onr citizens. 

Frau* Kansas 

Chicago, Aug. 20th. — The St. Louis Democrat 
has a letter from Kansas the 14tli, concerning the 
affairs at Frauklin. 

A large company of Missourians and Carolinians 
were encamped on Washington Creek, committing 
depredations on the fields and bams of tbe settlers 
in the vicinity. 

The settlers sent to Lawrence for assistance. 

The Lawrence men sent Mr. Hoyt, formerly from 
Massachusetts who proceeded to tbe camp to as- 
certain tbe truth of the statement and the reason 
for the depredations. Mr. Hoyt went to the ramp 
unarmed, the next day, the 12th, snd was taken pris- 
oner and shot. 

The Lawrence men immediately volunteer* d to 
attack tbe fortifications at Franklin, to procure 
arms to drive the encani|>cd force out of the territo- 
ry. 

Id consequence of the loss of killed ..nd wounded 
they returned to Lawrmre after the attack on 
Franklin without further attacking the camp. 

More of the Storm. 

New Orleans, Aug. 16. — Capt. Talbot, of the 
steamship Louisiana, report* the loss of the ship 
Mauilla, from Bordeaux for New Orleans ofl Tim 
balier Island. 

The cargo consuMd of wines and brandies, and 
was very valuable . "’They were mostly lost 

Ten of the crew were lost . 

Capt. Rogers had his leg broken. 

Tlie Manilla was owned at Bath, Maine 

He also saw several bodies, well dressed, supposed 
to be passengers — also the cabin door, poop and 
hatch of the steamer Nantillus. 

Several vessels on the Lake went ashore and were 
otherwise damaged. 

Grand Callion Island is uninjured. 

The Steamship Nautilus. 

Washington. August 18, P. M. — A private des* 
pateh from New Orleans, to E J. Hart, President oj. 
the Galveston Steamship Company, states that the 
Perseverance had arrived at that port and was not 
damaged by the gale. 

The Nantilns left Galveston, for New Orleans, 
Friday evening, the 8th inst., with thirty pissen 
gers. $30,000 in specie, and a large mini tier of 
cattle. 

It is supposed that she must have been off Last 
Island abont tbe time of the gale. There was no 
insurance on the vessel at Ntw Orleans. 

The storm has lieen very destructive to the crops 
of Southern Ixmisiana, but it is believed was not so 
severely felt at Galveston . 

Altercation. 

W asaington. August 18, P. M. — Messrs. Fayette, 
McMullen, of Va., and Amos P. Granger, got inlo a 
political dispute this morning, while riding to the 
Capitol in an omnibus, when Mr McMullen sciztd 
Mr. Granger, and struck him in the eye. Tlie par- 
ties clinched, but w< re seperated by the other pas- 
sengers, thus ending the difficulty for the prest ut. 

War in Kansn*. 

St. Ixjris, Aug. 19. — The Westport Border Ruf- 
fian extra of the 13th, received last night by the 
steamer Genoa, state* that last Monday night 200 
Abolitionists attacked the town of Franklin, in 

Kansas. 

There were twenty pro-slavery men in the town. 
The fight lasted four hours. 

Four pro-slavery men and six Abolitionists were 
killed . 

The post-office wa« mobbed and then set on fire. 

The Abolitionists finally retired, carrying off a 
cannon belonging to the town. 

Later reports state that the Abolitionists lost 17 
killed and wounded. 

Next day one hundred U. R. troops occupied the 
town. 

Lane, with 300 men, had arrived at Topeka.

Saturday's Proceedings Continued. 

, Washington, August 18.— Mr. Miller submitted 
au amendment providing fur tbe eatablshment of a 
J semi-monthly overland mail to San Fraucisco from 
j some point on the Mississippi river, at a cost not 
1 exceeding half a million per annum. After some 
I debate, the amendment was adopted and the bill 
I passed 

The fortification bill was passed, and also the

j 1 h <‘ bill for tlie improvement of the DesMoines 
1 rapids in the Mi-si-sippi river, which failed to puss 
, over the President’s veto, was taken up again, on 
motion to re-consider, and finally passed, receiving 
more than a two thirds vote. 

The bill f< r the improvement of the Patapsco 
river was also re considered and passed by the con- 
stitutional majority. 

At II o clock, Mr. Hunter, from the Committee 
on Conf» rence, reported that the two committees 
were unable to agree on the legislative, judicial aud 
executive appropriation bill, and hoped that the 
Senate would recede from ail its amendments ex- 
cepting those in reference to Kansas and striking 
out the appropriation for the hooks to members of 
Congress. The question being taken, the other 
amendments were receded from, bat the Kansas 
aud book amendment* insisted on. 

Tlie Senate took up aud passed tbe route bill from 
tbe House at 3 o’clock, A . M. 

The Senate receded from the amendments strik- 
ing from tiie legislative, jndici il and executive hill, 
tbe appropriation of $20,000 for tbe Kansas legis- 
lai ure, and tlie bill was then passed. 

The Senate next took up the mail steamer ap- 
propriation bill 

Mr. Seward moved to strike out the provision di- 
recting notice to be given of the termination of the 
alditioual cotnp, nsation now granted to the Col- 
lins line, arguing that it was the true policy ot this 
country to keep up these steamers, which could not 
be done without the continuation of the prtsent 
contract. The motion wus then disagreed to — veas 
9, nays 26. 

Adjourned at half past 4 o’clock. 

^ IIoitsk — T he Seuate hill to protect citizens of the 
United State* in the discovery of Gnauo Islands, 
was taken up and passed. 

The hill for tbe improvement of the Potapsco 
river wastakeu up and tiassed over the President’s 
veto— yeas 126, nays 47. 

Mr. Campbell, from the Committee of Conference 
on the army bill, reported that they were nnahle to 
agree, and asked to be discharged I hat another com 
mittee miuht be appointed. 

Mr. Quitman moved to agree to the Senate's 
amendment, striking out the House proviso restrict- 
ing the employment of the army in Kansas. 

Tin* motion was agreed to by 7 majority. 

Tbe House in accordance with a re- 
quest of the Senate, appointed a second Committee 
of Conference on the Kausas amendment to the 
army appropriation bill. 

Mr. Cobb, of Ga., made a report from the Com- 
mittee of Conference on tlie legislative and judicial 
executive appropriation bill. He thought it should 
he made a test vote ou agreeing to the amendment 
to ascertain whether the House meant to maintain 
its position or lose tbe bill. 

The Honse, ou motion receded from the amend- 
ment for hooka to the members, thus narrowing 
down the issue to the Kausas question alone. 

One O’clock, a. m. — T he House has receded by 
ten majority from tbe proviso that no money shall 
be drawn from Ihe Treasury, till the person* 
charged withtreason or oth< r political offenses for 
their connect ion with tlie Topeka Convention, or 
under t lo enactments by the body claiming to be 
the legislature at Shawnee Mission, shall be re- 
leased, and the prosecutions abandoned The 
House also receded by 5 majority from the proviso 
that no part of the money appropriated shall be ap- 
plied to tlie p osecution, punishment or detention 
o', the persons charged with treason or other politi- 
cal offenses. 

The Honse insisted by ten majority on the amend- 
ment striking out $2,000 to defray the expenses of 
the next Kansas Legislature. 

Ihe bill providing for tbe steam revenue cutter 
for the port of New York passed. 

Mr. Giddiugs.t'rom the Committee of Conference, 
on the army appropriation bill, reporteu that the 
Committees were unable to agree in relation to the 
Kansas proviso. He defended tlie Republicans 
from the charge that they desire to withuhl tlie 
mi'ans of carrying on the government, but stated 
that they were determined net to vote to enforce 
the bogus laws at the point of the bayonet. 

Mr. Faulkuer said Mr. Giddings’ arguments had 
been heretofore answered, and h s slander refuti d. 
The time for discussion had passed aud the time for 
action had come. 

Mr. Campbell, of Ohio, contended that the House 
had yielded all it ought to yield, and that the mo- 
ment had arrived when they should assert their 
rights. There was nothing improper in tbe bill. 
The proviso merely provides that the army shall 
not be used by the President to enforce the alleged 
laws of Kansas. If the bill is defeated in ihe Sen- 
ate mnst the responsibility rest with the House? 

Mr. Faulkner moved the House recede from the 
proviso, which motion was disagreed to by a ma- 
jority of five. 

The House then, at half-past four, Sunday morn- 
ing, adjourned to meet at nine a. rn. Monday. 
Monday's Proceedings. 

Washington, August 18 .— Senate. — T he Chair 
submitted a message from tlie President in answer 
to a resolution calling for Fremont’s accounts of his 
receipts and disbursements as an officer of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Tlie Senate passed several private bills. 

Tbe report of the Committee of Conference on the 
civil bi'l has been agreed to by both Houses. It 
gives two hundred ami firt> thousand dollars lor tbe 
Washington aqueduct: settles the Baltimore Post- 
office controversy by appropriating three hundred 
thousand dollars, providing for tlie selection of a 
site by tbe commission, and rescinding tlie Exchange 
building contract. The proviso that the construc- 
tion of all buildings except for defensive purposts he 
ntidrr civil superintendence was stricken ont. The 
bill from tbe Honse for the establishment of a naval 
depot at Brunswick, Ga., was postponed till next 
session. 

M r. Toombs, from tbe Committee of Conference 
on the army bill reported that they were unable to 
agree, and moved that the Seuate adhere to its dis- 
agreement and notified the House thereof. He 
thought there was no chance of an agreement, and 
was willing to let the consequence rest where they 
belong. 

Mr. Clayton wanted to leave tbe door open till the 
last moment. It was yet possible there would be 
au agreement. So long as there was the slightest 
hope of that result, he wanted to use conciliation, 
and hoped that the word insist would be substitu- 
ted for adhere. 

Mr. Mason was w illing to adhere, for he saw no 
chance of an acquiescence; he was iu favor of meet- 
ing the enemy on the threshold. 

Mr. Seward thought that that must be figurative 
language, for the enemy of whom the Senator from 
Virginia spoke was the House of Representatives, 
a co-ordinate branch of the national Legislature; 
that body is in no sense the enemy of the Senate. — 
Seward said, with all deference to the Senator from 
Virginia, public sentiment was, in hi* opinion, the 
friend of constitutional law and the principles upon 
which our government is fouuded. 

Mr. Hale referred to freedom in the English 
House of Commons, by which the sovereign is held 
iu check, and thought if the House of Representa- 
tives was coerced to submission we might as well 
give up the experiment of free government. 

Mr. .Clayton said ir the hill was lost the army 
mnst be disbanded, as they could not be paid and 
fed. In that case it would be tbe duty of the Pres- 
ident to call an extra session immediately. 

Mr. Toombs consented to change his motion and 
let it he, the Sena' e insist. He said tlie argument 
was held ont that the army must he disbanded if 
the hill failed; if so, let it be disbanded; but keep 
the C nstitutiou for the protection of the pei [tie. 

Tbe motion to insist was agreed to by 39 
against 12. 

Mr. Bell, of Tennessee, in reference to tbe report 
of the Committee on navul affairs, in the case oft 
Liiut, Bartlett, which had been understood to re- 
flect upon his character, stated that it was not the 
inteiitiou of the Committee to express any opinion 
pro. or con., hut merely to spread before tht coun- 
try the evideuce iu au impartial manner, without 
drawing conclusions 

A motion to extend the session to 2 o'clock was 
agreed to, only 7 voting in the negative. 

Adjourned. 

House. — M r. Simmons, rising to a question of 
privilege, offered a resolution that a committee of 
five be appointed to investigate the assault on 
Granger oy McMullen this morning, aud report 
their action to the House on the sccona Monday in 
December. 

Mr. Cobb, of Georgia, amid great contusion, 
raised the point that there was no question of privi- 
lege involved, saving the few remaining minutes 
should not he consumed in inquiring into an assault 
and batterv case 

The Speaker decided it was a question of privi- 
lege. 

Mr. McMullen hoped uuanimous consent would be 
given for inquiry. 

Tlie resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Acker, recently elected to to the 5th Con- 
gressional district, lifo , to supply the vacancy oc- 
casioned by tbe death ot John G. Miller was sworn 
iu and took bis seat . 

Tlie Speaker laid before the House a letter from 
Mr. Richardson, of Ills., announcing that he had 
resigned bis seat. 

The Speaker appointed Simmons of N. Y., Smith 
of Va., Pettit of lire)., aud Fuller of Me., a commit- 
tee to investigate Hie assault and battery by Mr. 
Mullen on Mr. Granger. 

During tlie proceedings, messages were ex- 
changed between both Houses, and the President 
informed each, from time to time, of his approval 
of certain hills. The galleries and lobbies were 
crowded, and great excitement prevailed. 

Campbell, of Ohio, from the Committee of Con- 
ference on the army bill, reported that they were 
nn able to agree on tire* amendment res-trictiug the 
military operations in Kansas and disarming the 
malitary, and moved that the Honse further insist 
and ask the Senate for a fourth Committee of Con- 
ference.

Mr. Cobb, of (ia., said the only way to save the 
bil! wrs for the House to recede from the Kansas 
amendment . • 

At half past 11 o’clock the vote was taken on 
Mr Campbell'* motion, and disagreed to; yeas 98, 
nays 103. 

Mr. Knnkel moved that another Committee of 
Conference be appointed. 

The Speaker decided the motion out of order, as 
a similar question had just been decided. 

Mr. Million asked leave to offer a resolution that, 
the Senate concurring, tbe time for adjournment be 
extended two bours. 

Objections were made, amid great excitement. 

Mr. Cobb, of Ga„ moved a snspen-ion of the 
rules. He wished the majority to determine wheth- 
er or not they would defeat tlie hill and let all these 
factious movements be exhibited to the country. 

The Honse, at one minute to 12 o’clock, refused 
to suspend the rules; yeas 131. nays 68 — not two- 
thirds. 

The bell was ringing for 12 o’clock when Mr.

Washington, Aug. 18. — The Cabinet, at a n eet- 
ing this afternoon, decided on the following by tlie 
President of the United States ot America as a 
ploc tarnation. 

Whereas, while hostilities exist with various o 
the Indian tribes on the remote frontiers of the 
United States, and whilst in other respects the pub- 
lic peace is scarcely threatened, Congress has ad- 
journed without having granted the necessarry sup- 
plies for the army, depriving the Executive of pow- 
er to perform his duty in relation to the common 
defense and security, aud an extraordinary has 
thus arisen for the assembling of the two houses of 
Congress, I (hereby, by this my proclamation con- 
vene said Houses to meet at the Capitol, Washing- 
ton, Thursday, the 21 ot day of August, and hereby 
require the respective Senators and Representa- 
tives, then and thereto assemble and determine ou 
such a measure as the state of the Union may seem 
to require. 

In testimony whereof I have caused the seal oi 
the United States to be hereunto affixed, and have 
signed the same with my baud. Done at the city of 
Washing! on, this, the 18th day of August, 1856, 
and the independence of the United States the 
eighty-first. FRANKLIN PIERCE,
